99.  The  goremor  of  a  colony,  althouffh  bearing  the  title  of  oo««r»or«i 
•rnptain -general  or  commander-in-chief,  ana  although  he  may  be  a  *  ' 
military  officer,  senior  in  rank  to  the  officer  commanding  the 
troops,  is  not,  exi«pt  on  q>ecial  appointment  from  Her  Majesty, 
invested  with  the  command  of  Her  Majesty's  regular  forces  in 
the  eolony.  He  is  not  therefore  entitled  to  take  the  immediate 
dtrection  of  any  military  operations,  or,  except  in  cases  of  urgent 
nsrfity,  to  communicate  officially  with  subordinate  military 
oAoers,  without  the  concurrence  of  the  officer  in  command  of  the 
foroesL  Anr  such  exceptional  communication  must  be  immediately 
notified  to  that  officer. 

99.  Except  as  provided  in  paragrauk  St),  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
ffovcmor  to  determine  the  objects  with  which  and  the  extent  to 
which  Her  Majesty's  troops  are  to  .je  employed.

the  Petrt»leuni  Acts  in  force,  or  local  enactments  and  local  circum- 
stances, what  quantity  may  safely  be  kept  in  stoiv,  the  place  in  which 
it  is  to  be  kept,  and  the  regulations  under  which  it  may  be  ixsued. 
When  practicable,  an  officer  of  Royal  Engineers  and  one  of  Royal 
Artillery'  sh<>uld  be  meml^ereof  thifclxianl.  The  proceeilingn  will  be 
•ubmitteil  fi»r  the  appn>val  ami  remarks  of  the  general  officer  com- 
manding, who  will  cause  periodical  ins])ections  to  be  maiie,  so  as  to 
eimiire  that  the  necessary  arrangements  arecarrie<i  out.  In  framing 
the*e  regulations,  it  will  be  necesiuirv  togiianl  against  the  oil  Wing 
stored  in  places  to  which  men  coul<l  have  access  aft4*r  dark,  and  to 
direct  tliat  no  lightit  l>e  taken  into  the  store  at  any  time.  Pmximity 
to  magaxint's  and  storehouses  must  invariably  be  avoide<l,  and  the 
hoore  of  iMMUr  niUNt  l>e  such  as  to  eiiHure  tliat  the  utnuist  precau- 
tions are  iitHnl  to  avoid  dangt>r  fnmi  fire.

.  The  commanding  officer  will  exercise  a  careful  supervision 
orer  tlie  consumption  of  gas  and  water,  according  to  the  instructions  ^  Jj^Jr! 
contained  in  the  liegulations  for  Supply,  Transport  and  Ilarrack 
Senrii'es.  He  will  cause  frequent  inspections  to  be  made  at  uncertain 
times,  so  that  waste  may  be  at  once  detected  and  reported  to  the 
officer  in  charge  of  Imrracks,  and  steps  taken  to  remedy  it  The  oocn- 
panta  of  separate  rooms  will  be  cautioned  to  lower  the  gas  in  theu* 
quarters  when  quitting  in  the  evening.  During  frosts  the  com- 
manding officer  will  cause  precautions  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the 
Ireesing  of  the  water  in  the  pipes,  either  by  drawing  it  otf  from  the 
waier-doset  pans  and  pipes  where  this  can  be  done,  or  by  allowing 
a  minute  stream  of  water  to  issue  from  taps  of  exposed  pipes.  Straw 
should  be  demanded  for  the  purjKMe  of  covering  tne  exposed 
pi|ies. 

400.  The  economical  use  of  gas  and  water  should  engage  the  Eeoaom 
attention  of  general  officers  commanding,  and  the  iuMtructions  *B)oia«S. 
r  »ntaine«l    in    A.    F.~F    728  will  be  carefully  adhered  to.     In 

any  injiiance  in  which  it  appears,  either  from  the  quarterly  returns 
rendered  under  paragraph  20H7,  or  otherwise,  that  tnerehas  been  an 
excessive  oonsumpti<in,  they  will  direct  the  commanding  Royal 
Engineer  U*  report  to  them  whether  the  excess  can  be  traced  to  any 
delect  in  any  of  the  works  under  the  charge  of  the  Royal  Engineers. 
Any  works  or  repairs  required  will  be  dealt  with  in  the  ordinary 
manner.  The  rate  of  consumption  of  water,  when  paid  for  by 
meter,  will  be  kept  as  low  as  possible.  Twenty  gallons  a  day 
for  each  officer,  man,  woman,  and  home,  and  10  gallons  a  day 
for  each  child,  is  a  liberal  supply  for  all  purposes,  but  this  is  a 
maximum  rate,  and  the  quantity  used  will  be  kept  as  much  below 
this  as  fMisMible.  Any  higher  rate  of  consumption  will  be  closely 
inquired  into.  General  officers  commanding  will  re(¥»rt  annuallv 
tr>  the  War  <  >ffice  on  the  ctmmimptioi:  of  gas  and  water  in  thetr 
respective  comman«ls  during  each  year  ending  the  31st  March — 
bringing  to  notice  any  excessive  consumption,  iu  cause,  and  the 
meaaiires  taken  to  lessen  it. 

401.  Harrack  suliordi nates  have  no  duties  in  connection  with  B««p(«**> 
supplies  of   prcjvisions  or  forsge  receive«l  from    contracU»ni,  and  |||||!Jj^ 
should  not  W  calleil  ufjon  for  their  opinii»n  with  regard  to  such  tu^iiM. 
supplies.    They  shcmld  not  be  employed  in  making  purchases  in 
drfaulL      Where   there   is   no  supply  officer  at  the  station,  this 
sKouhi  be  d(»ne  by  a  regimental  officer  under  the  direction  of  the 
cucnmanding  officer. 

408.  Commanding    officers    will     restrict    the    admission    of  AdmMui 
strangers    into    barracks,   and    will    exclude    all    fiersous    not   of^jj^ 
resfiectable  diameter.      Every  facility   is  to  lie   siTonled   to  any  %■«» 
rr|ircsentative  of  the  War  IVpartmeut  who  may  Ix*  sent  on  duty 
by  the  proper  authority.

426.  The  «>ium.-uiding  olGoerof  adetaclmieut  is  vestvd  with  the 
full  power  of  awarding  auiuniary  piiiiialinieut  ncoorded  to  a  com- 
nianaing  officer  of  a  corjie,  but  the  couinuindiii^  otficer  of  tlie 
legiment  or  liattalion,  if  the  detachment  is  serving  in  the  name

Arrest  and  MlUtary  Custody.

If  the  '*  crime  "  is  not  received  within  twenty-  ^  "«*»«-" 
fo«r  boors,  the  commander  of  the  guard  will  either  tJike  steps  for 
ptocurin^  it,  or  report  that  he  has  not  received  it  to  the  officer  to 

wboui  his  guard  report  is  furnished,  who,  if  the  '* crime,"  or  other 
evidence  sufficient  to  justify  the  <letention,  is  not  forthcoming,  will, 
ml  the  expiration  of  forty -eip;ht  hours  from  the  time  of  committal, 
enler  the  rtrleai«e  of  the  nnsoner.  In  order  to  comply  with  the 
pHPoviatous  of  8c^*tion  21  ci  the  Army  Act,  the  name  and  oflfeuce 
el  every  prisoner,  including  such  as  may  have  been  received  over  in 
ctasic«ly,  and  thi*  rank  and  name  of  the  officer  or  other  person  by 
wbooi  lie  is  cliargeil,  are  to  l«  entered  by  the  commander  of  the 
gttsrd  in  hiji  guard  refKirt,  and  the  original  ''crime,"  or  a  copy 
Uwretff,  is  t(>  tje  forwardeil  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  prisoner.

If  the  cliinal* 
or  the  «tate  of  the  pHMiners  hejUth  or  other  circumstanoee  require 
It,  ih«M*  I  nulls  tuAy  be  enlarged  at  the  discretion  of  the  officer 
commaiKling  «*u  the  s|»oL  An  officer  umler  o|)en  arrest  may, 
asder  strut  onlfra  as  to  his  conduct,  be  directed  to  fintceed  from 
otte  station  to  aiioUier,  or  be  permitted  to  leave  his  stataoa  toe  ^ 
ptfUc*iLu'  purpum. 
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485.  An  officer  under  open  arrest  is  forbidden  to  use  his  own  or 
any  other  mess  premises.  He  is  not  to  appear  in  any  place  of 
amusement  or  entertainment  or  at  public  assemblies,  and  he  i» 
never  to  appear  outside  his  quarters  or  tent  dressed  otherwise 
than  m  uniform.  An  officer,  when  under  arrest,  will  not  wear 
sash,  sword,  belts,  or  spurs. 

436.  It  is  not  desirable,  except  where  it  appears  that  the 
arrest  has  been  made  through  error,  that  an  officer  should  be 
released  from  arrest  by  the  officer  who  ordered  the  arrest,  without 
the  sanction  of  the  highest  authority  to  whom  the  case  may  have 
been  referred. 

487.  An  officer  may  be  placed  under  arrest  by  a  competent 
authority,  without  previous  investigation,  when  circumstances  so 
require ;  but  a  commanding  officer  on  receiving  a  complaint,  or 
coming  to  the  knowledge  of  circumstances  tending  to  incriminate 
an  officer,  will  uot  ordinarily  place  him  under  arrest  until  he  haj» 
satisfied  himself  by  inquiry  that  it  will  be  necessaiy  to  proceed 
with  the  case,  and  report  it  to  superior  authority.  He  wiU 
invariably  place  under  arrest  an  officer  against  whom  he  prefers 
charges.  When  an  officer  is  placed  under  arrest,  whether  after- 
wards released  or  not,  the  commanding  officer  will  invariably  report 
the  case  without  delay  to  the  general  officer  commanding  the  district 
or  station. 

488.  An  officer  has  no  right  to  demand  a  court-martial  upon 
himself,  or,  after  he  has  been  releaised  \>y  proper  authority,  to 
persist  in  considering  himself  under  the  restraint  of  arrest,  or  to 
refuse  to  return  to  the  performance  of  his  duty.  An  officer  who 
conceives  himself  aggrieved,  can  complain  through  the  proper 
channel  and  seek  redress  under  Section  42  of  the  Army  Act. 

439.  Paragraphs  434  and  435  will  also  apply  to  warrant  officers 
and  non-commissioned  officers,  who  will,  if  charged  with  a  serious 
offence,  be  placed  under  arrest  forthwith,  bat,  if  the  offence  alleged 
appears  not  to  be  serious,  it  may  be  investigated  and  disposed  of 
without  previous  arrest.  In  cases  where  doubts  exist  whether  the 
offence  alleged  has  been  committed  arrest  may  be  delayed,  without 
prejudice  to  any  subsequent  proceedings. 

440.  In  the  event  of  a  barrack-warden  or  pensioner  barrack- 
serjeant  being  guilty  of  an  oflence  in  garrison  or  barracks,  the  officer 
commanding  is  at  once  to  inform  the  officer  in  charge  of  barracks  of 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  placing  the  subordinate  under  arrest 
only  when  the  interests  of  discipline  so  require.  If  the  offence 
is  serious,  the  general  officer  commanding  will  assemble  a  court 
of  inquiry,  with  instructions  to  investigate  and  record  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case,  and  on  receipt  of  the  proceedings  of  the  court  of 
inquiry,  he  will  determine  whether  to  arraign  the  accused  before  & 
court-martial,  or  to  suspend  him  from  duty,  pending  a  reference  to 
the  War  Office. 

441.  Military  custody  in  the  case  of  a  private  soldier  (not  under 
sentence)  means  either  the  making  him  a  prisoner  at  large,  or 
the  putting  him  in  confinement  under  charge  of  a  guard,  piquet^ 
patrol,  sentry,  or  provost-marshal.  The  accommodation  usiially 
available  in  barracks  for  the  confinement  of  soldiers  under  charge 
of  a  guard  is  : — 

1.  The  Friso7ier^  Room  attached  to  a  guard-room  for  the 
temporary  detention  of  prisoners. 

2.  The  Ouard'Room  Cells  attached  to  a  guard-room  for  the 
detention  of  prisoners  who  are  to  be  kept  apart. 


H7  IQlitary  Custod; 

448.  The  keys  of  the  priaonen'  room  and  ^^turd-room  cells  are  to 
Ije  in  the  char^  of  the  commander  of  the  gnard. 

448.  A  pri  vate  soldier  chur^ged  with  a  eerions  offence  will  be  placed 
in  military  cuKtody  on  the  comminion  or  discovery  of  the  offence.  He 
i«  not  to  be  confined  in  the  guard-room  or  cells  for  offences  unaccom- 
panied by  drunkeniu'^y  violence,  or  insubordination,  unless  confine- 
ment is  necessarv  to  ensure  his  safe  custody  or  for  the  maintenance 
of  discipline,  and  the  investigation  of  the  charge  may  be  held  without 
his  being  confined.  A  private  soldier  against  whom  a  charge  for  an 
offence  is  |)ending,  if  a  prisoner  at  laive,  will  not  quit  barracks  until 
his  case  has  been  disposed  of.  He  wul  attend  panules,  but  will  not 
be  detailed  for  duty. 

444.  A  soMier  in  military  ctmtody  (not  under  sentence)  may  be  Ttaporw 
ooouuiited,  by  an  order  signecl  by  his  commanding  officer  on  Form  L.  ||^f  ^^ 
(m^  paragraph  di'})  for  tem|x>rarv  detention  for  any  period  nM  poUoTmb- 
exceeding  seven  days  to  any  prison,  |)olice  station,  lock-up,  or  lioa*  *c. 
other  pUce  of  confinement  in  which  prisoners  may  legally  be 
cr»nfitie«l. 

446.  A  private  soldier  who  disobeys  an  onier  distinctly  given,  or  SoidiOTt« 
resists  the  authority  of  a  non-commissioned  officer,  is  to  be  confined  J^  ^^ 
without  altercation,  and  immediately  reported  to  the  officer  com-  oflcen. 
manding  his  coronany,  &c.,  or  to  the  adjutant.    When  a  non-com- 
mission^ officer  nas  to  confine  a  soldier  he  will  invariably  obtain 
llie  assistance  of  one  or  more  privates  to  conduct  the  offender  to  the 
gnard-room,  and  will  himself  avoid  in  any  way  coming  in  contact 
with  him.    Except  in  canes  of  personal  violence,  or  when  on  detached 
dntica,  lauce-conionils  and  acting  bombardiers  with  less  than  four 
TfAm*  service  will  not  confine  private  soldiers,  but  will  report  the 
offence  to  the  onlerly-serjeant,  who  will  act  as  the  circumstances 
require. 

446.  A  pri%'ate  soldier  who  is  dnmk  is,  if  possible,  to  be  confined  Fur  Anii^ 
alone  in  the  prii«>neni*  room  <ir  a  guarrl-room  cell.  Soldiers  on  being  "~ 
confined  will  lie  searche<l  an«l  <leprived  of  knives  or  other  weapons. 
tMdiers  oonfine<i  for  drunkenness  may  be  deprived  of  their  boots, 
except  when  the  weather  is  cold,  aiicf  they  are  likely  to  suffer  in 
oonse<iuence,  and  are  to  be  viiiite<l  and  their  condition  ascertained 
at  least  every  two  hours  by  a  noncommissionefl  officer  of  the  guard 
and  an  escort.  ShoiiM  any  symptoms  of  serious  illnesn  Iw  olisenred. 
a  medical  officer  is  forthwith  to  lie  sent  for.  Soldiers  suspected 
of  being  drunk  are  nut  to  lie  put  throu;;h  any  drill  or  tested  for  the 
puqMMr  of  ascertaining  their  condition.  (\ire  is  to  be  taken  that 
a  sohlier  charged  with  dninkenneMi  in  |M*rfectly  solier  before  he  is 
brtfught  lirfore  an  officer  for  investigation  u{  tli<*  charge.  For  this 
nar\Mme  twenty-four  hours  sliould  usually  U*  alloweil  to  elapse 
before  tlie  investigation. 

447.  When  a  soldier  makes  a  confession  of  desertion,  or  of  having  c« 
committe<l  an  offence  in  relation  toenlistnient,  aiitl  theinvesti^tiou  ^^ 
cannot  imni«NliAtely  Im*  conipleteil,  he  nee<l  not  be  nuule  a  fmsoner  I^^Zimisi 
pending  inquir}'.  But  if  at  the  time  of  the  crmfeMtion,  or  sub*  iiiUMsft. 
seqaently,  he   is  rliarge«l  ^ith  any  offence,  he  may  lie  confined, 

and   thr    investigation   ami   trial    may    |>ruceed   for   that    offence 
iiide|ien«lently  of  the  confession. 

446.  l^riMiuerH  in  c<»nfinenient  for  trial  by  nttirt- martial  will  be  iir44inci 
allowt^l  their  betiding  up  t4»  the  lime  of  the  finmiulgation  of  their  '""T^i^

450.  Ad  offender  while  in  arrest  or  oonfiiiement  ii  not  to  bo 
required  to  pei-fonu  any  duty,  other  than  micli  duties  na  may  b« 
neceeaary  to  relieve  hini  fniin  the  charge  uf  any  cash,  ttorm, 
accouuts,  or  office  of  which  he  may  have  cliarge,  or  for  wkicb  b« 
ia  reaponaible.  If  by  error,  or  in  emergency,  ho  liaa  been  otdnwl 
to  perform  any  duty,  he  ia  not  thereby  abnulved  from  liability  to  b« 
proceeded  againat  for  hia  offence.  An  offender  when  iii  arreat  or 
coDfioement  is  not  to  bear  arma,  except  by  order  of  hia  commandiiig 
officer  ia  an  eioergency  or  on  the  line  of  march, 

Inyeatlfatton  of  Charraa. 

451.  The  inventigfitioii  of  clinrgea  will  be  carriod  into  eff«ct  in 
the  manner  preatri&il  in  the  Hun's  of  I'nxsdure.  Every  oSioar 
who  does  not  aunuuiLrily  disiNiae  of  a  charge  which  he  iiiveatix>tcs 
will  i;ajrefuily  avoid  any  expression  of  opinion  aa  to  the  guilt  or 
innocence  of  the  person  charged. 

463.  The  charges  for  otrruces  of  uou-comminioued  officers  and 
°°  soldiers  committed  to  military  cuHtody  will  be  entered  in  the  guMtl 
report  by  the  commander  of  the  guai-d  aa  huoii  as  he  receives  ili« 
Dnnw.  The  charge  for  an  offence  of  a  uou-eomniisaioned  uffioer  or 
soldier  will  be  iuvesti^ted  by  the  uflicer  lunimanillug  tlta 
company,  &c.  This  officer  will  decide,  except  in  tlie  ess*  of 
a  non-oommisaioned  officer,  whether  it  he  a  minor  offcncD  that 
he  can  deal  with  nnder  the  powers  delegated  to  hint  b^  his 
commuidiug  officer.  If  he  decides  to  deal  with  it,  he  will  dupoat 
■kf  the  case, eudorse  the  "crime"  with  hisawani,  nod  send  it  to  the 
orderly  room  to  bn  enUved  in  tho  niinor  olfence  report  {Army 
t'orot  B  2AI).  If  he  decidiw  to  liwve  the  case  for  his  euiumnuding 
officer  todeal  with,  he  will  ai>nd  the  "crime"  to  the  cuuimauilernf  the 
guard  for  entry  In  the  guard  re|iort,  and  the  soldier  will  be  trealMl 
u»  If  in  military  cuotody.  All  charges  against  soldiers  will  be  in- 
vestigated without  delay  in  the  presence  of  the  priKoucr.  I'rlsonen 
■hould  be  disposed  of  doily  (Sunday,  Qood  Friday,  and  Christmas- 
day  exaepl«d),  and,  when  pntdiuable,  iu  the  moruiug  before  tbe 
hour  of  oomm&udhi|{  officer's  parade.  Ait  charges  uul  disuuaed  of 
by  officers  comniaudiiig  codiixuiIvh.  &i'.,  wilt  be  Investigstcd  by  *Jk« 
couimaoding  officer,  "nie  olticer  commanding  the  comjiauy,  Siv.,  will 
attend  with  the  defaulter  book.

Summary  460.  A  commanding  officer  may,  subject  to  the  soIdier^s  right  to 

SSrthig^""  elect,  previous  to  the  award,  to  be  tried  by  district  court-martial,* 

pay.  inflict  the  following  summary  punishments  on  a  private  soldier : — 

(i.)  Imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  not  exceeding 

fourteen  dkys  ;  but  the  power  of  awarding  imprisonment  exceeding 

seven  days,  except  in  cases  of  absence  without  leave,  will  not,  for 

the  present,  be  exercised  by  a  commanding  officer  under  the  rank 

of  field  officer.     In  the  case  of  absence  without  leave  exceeding 

seven  days,  the    imprisonment  may  be    extended    to  the  same 

number  of  days  as  the  days  of  absence,  not  exceeding  21  days  in 

tlie  whole.

In  the  case  of  absence  without  leave,  the  forfeiture  of  pay 
will  be  such  as  is  awarded  by  the  Pay  AVanant. 

(iv.)  Any  deduction  from  ordinary  pay  allowed  to  be  made  by  a 
commanding  officer  by  Section  138,  subsection  4  or  6,  of  the  Army 
Act. 
KiBor  A  commanding  officer  may  also  inflict  the  foUo^Hng  minor 

^^J[*-         punishments,  the  soldier  having  no  right  to  claim  trial  by  court- 
martial  : — 

(v.)  Cai\finenient  to  barracks  for  any  period  not  exceeding  twenty- 
eight  days,  during  which  defaulters  will  be  required  to  answer 
to  their  names  at  uncertain  hours  throughout  the  day,  and  will  be 
employed  on  fatigue  duties  to  the  fullest  practicable  extent,  with  a 
view  to  relieving  well-conducted  soldiers  therefrom.  Defaulters 
will  attend  parades,  and  take  all  duties  in  regular  turn.  When 
the  fatigue  duties  required  are  not  sufficient  to  keep  the  defaulters 
fully  employed,  the  commanding  officer  may  order  defaulters  to 
attend  punishment  drill,  provided  that  they  shall  not  be  liable  to 
punishment  driU  after  the  expiration  of  14  days  from  the  date  of 
the  award  of  confinement  to  barracks.  Confinement  to  barracks  in 
the  case  of  the  Koyal  Army  Medical  Corps  will  not  carry  with  it 
punishment  drill  if  awarded  to  men  actually  at  the  time  doing 
duty  in  hospital. 

(vi.)  Extra  guards  or  piquets  ;  these  are  only  to  be  ordered  as  a 

punishment  for  minor  offences  or  irregularities  when  on,  or  parading 

for,  these  duties. 

^roTii>o°*  461.  Any  of  the  pimishments  prescribed  by  paragraph  460, 

J^torred.      i  ^  vi,  may  be  awarded  severally  or  conjointly,  subject  to  the 

following  provisions  : — 

(1.)  When  imprisonment  exceeding  seven  days  is  awarded,  a 
minor  punishment  must  not  be  given  in  addition. 

(2.)  Any  award  of  imprisonment,  up  to  seven  days  indusiTe, 
will  be  in  hours  ;  if  exceeding  seven  days,  in  days.  The  imprison- 
ment will  commence  as  prescribed  by  the  Rules  of  Procedure.

474.  To  prevent  soldiem  evading  the  consequences  of  drunken- 
Baas  by  aljsenting  themselves  until  sober,  commanding  officers,  in 
daaling  with  cases  of  absence,  will  decide,  from  their  knowledge  of  ^ 
tlia  individual  soldier's  character  and  the  attendant  circumstances,  atn. 
whether  the  absence  is,  or  is  not,  to  be  considered  as  due  to  this 
cause.  If  they  decide  that  it  has  so  arisen  their  decision  is  to  be 
rseorded  at  the  time  in  the  guard  report,  and  marked  in  tlie 
aoldier's  defaulter  sheets  with  the  letter  D  in  the  column  headed 
^caaes  of  dnmkenness "  ;  such  entries  will  not  l>e  oounte<l  for 
daiermining  liabilitv  to  trial  by  court-martiaL  Convictions  by 
eoorta-martial  for  absence  without  leave,  or  for  desertion,  are  not 

to  be  counted  as  equivalent  to  actii  of  drunkenness. 

475.  I>runkenness  on  duty  includes  drunkenness  on  parade  and  ^>"JJ'7»»" 
OQ  the  line  of  march,  and  dniukenness  on  the  line  of  march  includes  ^      '* 
dnmkenness  during  the  whole  period  between  the  date  of  departure 

and  the  date  of  arrival  at  destination. 

476.  When   a  private  soldier  commits  the  offence  of  simple  Hqipto 
drunkenness  in  connection  with  a  more  serious  offence  for  which  jgy^*]** 
ha  is  to  l»e  tried  by  court-martial,  he  sliould  not  l>e  charged  with  omum* 
dmnkeuness  liefore  the  court-martial,  unleiw  he  is  liable  to  trial  and  vte.^ 
the  command tng  officer  conniders  it  a  case  which  should  lie  tried  ; 
hut,  as  a  reci»rd  of  the  drunkenness,  tlie  commanding  officer  will, 
when  a  charge  of  dnmkcnneiw  is  not  preferred   in  such  cases 
before  the  court-martial,   make  an   entry  of  the  offence,  either 
imposing  a  fine,  if  the  soldier  is   liable   thereto,   or  making  tlu* 
following  note   in    the   punishment  column  : — **  So  punishment : 
awaiting  trial  on  another  charge."     If  an  entry  of  the  court-martial 
ia  aulHM*qaentIy  made,  the  alxive  entry  will  be  bracketed  with  it, 
and  will  not  l>e  considennl  a  sefiarate  entry.

478.  In  dealing  with  simple  drunkenness  unconnected  with 
another  offence,  confinement  to  barracks  should  only  be  added  to 
a  fine  when  the  circumstances  are  such  as  to  increase  its  gravity. 
Imprisonment  should  never  be  awarded  for  an  instance  of  dmnkoi- 
ness  not  triable  by  court-martial,  except  when  the  amoanl  of 
unpaid  fines  for  dnmkenness  recorded  against  a  soldier  ia  tOi. 
and  upwards,  in  which  case  a  commanding  officer  should  aubatitale 
imprisonment  or  some  other  punishment  which  it  ia  in  hia  power 
to  award. 

479.  Fines  which  cannot  be  recovered  from  a  aoldier'a  pay  an 
not  to  1>e  recovered  from  any  other  source  while  he  remaina  ia 
army  ser\'ice.  Subject  to  this  regulation,  the  daily  dednotioii  on 
account  of  a  fine  or  fines  recorded  against  a  soldier  will  be  limited 
only  by  the  provisions  of  the  Army  Act  and  the  *'  Financial 
Instructions ''  as  to  the  residue  that  should  be  paid  to  him. 

Ccurta-Martial. 

480.  Under  the  Army  Act,  the  jurisdiction  of  courta-nuutial  in 
respect  of  the  trial  of  different  ofifences  is  unrestricted,  and  it  will 
be  observed  tliat,  except  where  a  particular  course  ia  preecribed 
by  the  regulations,  it  is  not  imperative  to  try  any.  offence  by  comi- 
martial.  In  cases  not  specially  provided  for  in  these  regulaAiooBi 
the  discretion  of  officers  competent  to  deal  ^'ith  any  charge  ia  left 
unfettered. 

481.  A  superior  officer  to  whom  a  case  is  referred  may  deal 
with  it  as  follows  : — 

(i.)  He  may  refer  the  case  to  a  suj^erior  officer ;  or 
(ii.)  He  may  direct  the  diHix)sal  of  the  case  summarily,  or  by 

regimental  court-martial ;  or 
(iii.)  If  he  litis  i>ower  to  convene  a  district  court-martial,  he  may 

convene  a  district  court-martiiil  to  try  it ;  or 
(iv.)  If  he  has  ])ower  to  couvene  a  genentl  court-martial,  he  may 
convene  either  a  genei*al  or  district  court-martial  to  try  it 

482.  The  officer  r«?f  erred  to  in  para;?rapli  4^1  as  "  a  superior  officer* 
is  not  more  clearly  defined,  as  hia  position  and  rank  depend  upon 
the  varying  conditions  of  service.  It  rcKts  with  general  offioera  com- 
manding to  dctenniue  to  whom  charges  shouM  be  referred  which 
cannot  be  disposed  of  without  reference  to  higher  authority,  and 
they  may,  if  tliey  think  fit,  reserve  such  ciines,  either  wholly  or  in 
I)ai*t,  for  their  own  consideration. 

483.  An  olfence  punishable  with  death  or  penal  servitude  should 
not  be  disjKJsed  of  sunnnarily,  or  by  a  regimental  or  district  court- 
martial,  except  under  the  orders  of  an  officer  who  has  power  to 
convene  a  general  court-martial. 

484.  When  an  officer  to  whom  a  charge  is  submitted  is  of  opixii^t^

All 
(loon  and  windows  should  be  closed  on  one  side  of  the  stables, 
to  prevent  through  draught  whilst  the  men  are  at  dinner. 

874«  Three-quartera  of  an  hour  should  be  allowed  for  dinner.  DiBa«c 
The  warning  for  ** Stables"  should  then  sound,  aud  "stable  call" 
ten  minutes  afterwards.     In  other  respects,  the  duties  aud  arrange- 
menta  are  the  same  as  detailed  above. 

875.  With  horses  coming  in  from  the  riding-school  at  irregular  Betnrn  (nm 
houra,  especially  when  there  are  rides  before  breakfast,  the  same  ndtac- 
sjstem  should  be  adopted.    Tlie  men  should  be  sent  down  to  stables  *^^^^ 
as  soon  as  possible,  and  be  placed   under  charge  of  the  orderly 
Serjeant  (who  should  be  left  in  for  this  purpose). 

87e.  Officers  when  they  come  to  stibles,  will  inspect  the  horses  intpecHoat 
and  kits  that  have  been  cleaned  at  irregular  hours,  aud  ascertain  ^  omctn. 
that  the  work  has  been  properly  done. 

877.  When  liome  of  the  horses  vsv  brought  in  from  the  field,  or 
from  doty,  at  a  different  time  from  the  rest,  the  same  principles 
should  be  carried  out  under  the  senior  officer  employed  with  them. 

878.  Voung  horses  may  be  placed  in  stables  by  themselves,  and  Yimmg 
pat  in  charge  of  a  steady  non-commissioned  officer,  under  supervision  ^^gg  ^  W 
of  the  officer  commanding  the  sc|uadron  they  belong  to.     It  is  not  SSntsI 
advisable  to  put  young  horses  in  the  same  stables  as  tlie  n\d  horses  m«im^ 

— <1)  because  they  are  often  brought  in  at  hours  different  from  those  ^•^•^* 
ui  the  rest  of  the  s(|uadron,  and  the  regularity  of  the  stable  arrange- 
ments would  be  disturbed  ;   and  (i)  because   they  re^^uire   more 
TimtiUti(»n,  and  to  be  kept  cooler  than  old  hones. 

879.  One  good  man  should  be  told  off  to  every  two  young  horses,  cars  of 
lie  should  be  exempted  from  all  duties,  except  when  fiamde  **as  yi'oaff 
strong  as  possible,"  or  commanding  officer's  foot  ftarade  is  ordered.  ''**"*** 

880.  If  there  are  many  young  horses,  half  should  attend  riding  Drfn. 
drill  in  the  forenoon,  aud  half  in  the  afternoon. 

881.  The  stables  should  be  swept  out  thoroughly  clean,  either 
before  the  hones  are  taken  out  to  exercise,  or  immediately  after- 
wards  when  the  stablemen  do  not  go  out  with  the  hones. 

888.  As  soon  as  the  horses  have  been  taken  out  every  door 
and  window  should  be  opened,  and  kept  so  until  they  return, 
unlesa  there  are  horses  left  in  stables,  in  which  case,  in  cold  or 
windy  weather,  the  doon  and  windows  on  one  side  only  should 
be  opened. 

Yeterinary  Dnties,  4ke. 

888.  The  district  veterinary  officer  has  the  general  veterinary  Piftrtst 
wpef vision  of  the  district  to  which  he  is  attached,  and  is  the  *""*■ 
adriaer  of  the  general  and  other  commanding  officen  on  all  points 
eomieeied  with  his  department  He  will  attend  the  general  officer 
at  hii  inspection  of  bones  proposed  for  casting.  He  is  to  have 
trm  iCMB,  at  all  times,  to  all  Qovemment  stables  and  horsea, 
iaflriBary  stables,  sick  horse  dep6ta,  or  sick  bone  lines,  with  the 
•xeeptioo  of  the  Remount  DepOta,  bat  he  will  acquaint  the  com- 
manaing  officer  of  his  intended  visit. 

8M.  All  remounts — whether  offioen'  or  troop  hones    on  joining  i 
aoT  of  the  mounted  branches  an  to  be  ins|>ected  by  the  veterinary  ef 
oAeer,  with  a  view  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  disease. 

880.  The  veterinary  officer  is  to  have  free  aooess  to  all  the 
■tables,  and  commanding  officen  an  to  give  him  every  assistance 
aad  mpiMMrty  and  ensun  that  hia  soggestiona  tor  Ui«  cai%  wdA' 
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treatmeDt  of  the  bonca  and  tbe  veatiktion  of  tba  atabte  arv 
adopted.

AOthonzing  their   destruction,  satisfy  himself    that  such  articles 
cannot  be  disinfected. 

Bmployment  of  CiTil  Yetarinaiy  Practltionsrs. 

804.  Onliuary    di}<ea.Hi*M    and    accidents    may    frequently    be 
treated  by  writt4*n  directions  from  the  veterinai;)'  officer  in  charge.  ^ 

In  cases  of  sickness  at  stations  at  which  there  is  no  Teteriuary 

officer,  application  should  be  made  through  the  general  officer  «tvUjsa 
commanding  for  a  TeteriniuT  officer  from  the  nearest  station.  If  2^^^ 
none  is  available,  or  the  life  of  the  horse  is  in  clanger  and  the 
knowledcre  of  the  nerjeant-farrier  is  unequal  to  the  pruper  treat- 
ment of  the  cane,  a  civil  veterinary  surgeon  may   lie  employed. 

The  directions  of  the  civil  veterinary  surgeon  so  called  in  will 
tie  carrier!  out,  and  bin  further  attendance,  unless  abHolutely 
necessary,  wilt  be  diA|>eufie<l  with,  the  drcomstance  being  reported 
by  the  commanding  officer  to  the  director-general  (in  Ireland, 
to  the  district  veterinary  officer,  Dublin)  and  tne  Teterinary  officer 
in  charge.  CV>ntinuoufi  daily  attendance,  or  visits  for  in»])e(rtiou

1005.  Horses  should  not  l)e  in  high  condition  when  eniliarked,  Tnmsmti 
and  low  diet,  eounled  with  slow,  steatiy  work,  for  some  days  pre-  JjJjJJ/JJ 
viouslv.  iM  an  exc*ellcnt  preventative  of  diHease.  Homes  should  be 
kept  fasting  and  without  water  for  some  lioum  befi>re  being  put  on 
board,  as  Mlingiiig  in  then  loast  likely  to  prove  injuriouM,  and 
as  they  will  then  the  Hooner  take  their  food  atter  getting  on  board. 
Shoes  are  not  to  W  removed. 

1000.  An  otlicer  and  six  men  per  squadron,  battery,  or  ccmipany  Partjio 
will  receive  the  homes  on  the  stable  <lefk  and  place  them  in  their  P'^^JJf' 
stalls.

The  breetih  band  and  breoat  girth  must  be  tecuiely  faatensd, 
or  tlie  horso  may  slip  ihruugh  them.  Timid  or  rcrtive  Iiotw* 
ahuuld  be  blindddded.  VVIicu  all  is  ready  the  word  " BoUt  annr" 
will  b«  git'eu,  Kiid  tli«  horse  ia  to  tie  npidly  nin  up  from  Um 
ground  to  tliu  uecvaaary  height,  ami  tbch  carefully  loworad  down 
to  the  hatchway.  Two  or  thr<<e  men  should  Ira  atatioocil  at  Uw 
hatchway  and  Iwlwmin  decks,  to  guide  the  hone  in  being  law«f«d 
and  prevent  any  |mrt  of  hi*  body  hitting  the  hatchwaji.  A  eoft 
bed  of  straw  or  cotr  nuts  must  be  provided  for  the  horu  tn  alif^t 
u[iOii,  and  1\k  men  who  are  stationHl  iu  the  lowvr  dri-k  tuuat  be 
ittady  to  revvlre  hiiu  and  lake  off  ll)«  aliug,  aa  on  Urnt  f<^t-ling  liis 
Ipks,  unlewa  Aruily  handled,  be  '»  apt  to  plunge  ami  kick  vi'-leulty.

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1676.  When  the  transports  cannot  oome  alongside,  the  horses  OooTermM 
most  be  conveyed  in  boats  or  flats,  and  hoisted  on  board  from  ^  ^^'^^ 
them  bj  slinging,  as  described  above. 

1076.  The  method  of  embarking  horses  in  boats  or  flats  will  ]J^^*"'  ^ 
Tary  according  to  circumstances.  If  the  boats  can  come  alongside  bo^"&^ 
a  wharf,  or  can  approach  close  to  an  open  beach,  tfa%  horses 
can  either  be  lecl  on  board  bj  gangways,  or  be  slung  in 
the  manner  described  above,  sheers  or  a  derrick  being  erected. 
The  head  of  the  derrick  must  incline  inwards  when  the  horse  is 
rising,  but  when  he  is  high  enough  the  head  of  the  derrick  or 
sheers  must  be  forced  out,  to  bring  the  horse  over  the  boat 
When  the  boats  cannot  come  suflSciently  near  the  shore  to  enable 
borses  to  be  hoisted,  piers  or  platforms  should^  if  possible,  be 
constructed,  along  which  the  borses  can  be  led  into  the  boats. 
The  piers  should  always  be  provided  with  stout  side  railings  about 
three  feet  high,  and  the  floor  covered  with  shingle,  straw,  or 
something  to  prevent  the  homes  slipping. 

1677.  When  embarking  in  boats,  the  detachment  should  be  Qggrd^ 
formed  up  opposite  them,  and  the  same  rules,  so  far  as '  '^'^ 
practicable,  followed  as  when  embarkin|;  in  vessels  alongside  a 
wharf.  Each  man  must,  in  the  cavalry,  invariably  accompany  his 
horse,  and  take  with  him  in  the  boat  the  whole  of  his  kit,  equip- 
ment, saddlery,  Lc,  The  men  should  take  off  arms,  belts,  and 
sparm.  The  horses  shoukl,  if  possible,  be  placed  athwart  the  boat 
aitemately,  the  head  of  one  horse  being  on  the  starboard,  and  the 
head  of  the  next  on  the  port  side.  Each  man  must  hold  his 
horse  until  the  vessel  is  reached,  either  standing  up  by  the  borse*s 
bead  or  sitting  on  the  gunwale,  as  may  be  directe<L  Sand  or 
straw  should  Im  put  in  the  boats  to  prevent  the  horses  slipping. 

1678.  In  the  alisence  of  lK>ats  and  appliances,  the  following 
method  of  embarking  homes  by  swimming  may  be  employed,  but 
great  care  must  be  tiULen  in  carrying  it  out  : — 

(i.)  Ttie  homes  having  been  lialte<i  at  a  short  distance  from, 
and  out  of  sight  of,  the  point  of  embarkation  should  be  strip|>?d  of 
all  apftointnients  except  the  bridoon  and  headstall,  which  latter 
should  be  close  fitting. 

(il)  A  home  having  been  le<i  to  the  appointed  place,  two 
experieU'^Hl  hands  prepare  him  for  the  water.  No.  1  holds  his 
head.  No.  2  places  tne  slin^  on  and  secures  the  straps  with 
yam,  so  as  to  prevent  the  sling  «>^>ening  in  the  water  ;  he  then 
fastens  tlie  bre.-ist  ro|>e  and  breeching  securely.  A  ro|ie  of  crm- 
▼enient  length  (about  ci^ht  yanln),  with  an  eye  at  one  end,  is  next 
passed  ruuud  the  neck  and  fontenetl  rather  tightly  (without 
pressing)  by  an  overh.and  knot,  so  as  tu  prevent  its  becoming  eith**r 
looser  or  tighter.  Tlie  bridmin  is  then  taken  off,  and  anothc^r 
rofie  attaches!  to  the  lower  ring  of  the  headstall,  under  the  chin. 
The  use  of  this  n»{>e  is  to  keep  the  horse's  mouth  aliovt*  the 
water,  while  he  iit  controlle<l  altogether  by  the  neck  rofte. 

(iii.)  The  home  is  then  led  into  the  water  as  far  as  he  will 
walk  towanis  tho  lw>at,  in  the  stem  of  whi<*h  should  be  a  rrliabi** 
hand,  who  nvfivcii  the  n<*ck  rope  in  his  ritfht  liand,  and  initn**- 
diately  reevni  it  through  the  stem  ring  of  the  liust  to  m-* mw 
additional  power  in  the  event  of  the  home  plunging  ;  the  bt*adi»tall

Xtiiriigtmenl  of  Ilurstt  on  Board. 
1679.  As  a.  rule,  liurH«s  in  bIhIIb  kUouIiI  be  kUiii)*  in  all  wcathen. 
Ill  Kiurioth  weullier  the  hauimockH  slioiild  be  braced  ainiiiitt  or  'jait* 
Hose  i>p  to  the  horse'*  belly,  so  that  he  can  throw  hi«  wfi^ht  into 
it  nxiA  rest  hiiiisrlf.

To  prevent  this,  a'tiumlier  (!f 
MtiDng  planks  should  be  specially  provided  on  every  shllv  aoA,  ia 
the  event  of  a  horse  fallins,  should  be  at  once  insertetl  at  ibe  sirdar 
(if  the  xrivll,  In  prevent  his  getting  iindxr  the  parting  iaun  or 
nmonx  ths  Ivgs  of  the  nsarest  horses.  The  hammocks  ahiiolil,  if 
poHkibJe,  be  taken  olf  once  daily.  It  is  iitnnjBary  to  use  great 
((ntcknnu  iu  makini;  the  rupm  u(  the  hummtvki  fast  befun  tlie 
honwH  throw  their  whole  weight  oo  the  o&nia?!.

1686.  A   pharmacy  with  medicine  is  provided,  as  well  as  an  M«dids«««. 
ample  supply  of  disinfectants,  including  gypsum  for  absorbing 
urine. 

1686.  Loose  boxes  are  provided  for  sick  horses,  and  there  are  Loott  boict. 
portable  boxes,  by  means  of  which  horses  can  be  sent  on  deck 

for  an  airing.  Veterinary  slings  and  straps  are  also  provided  for 
sick  horses. 

1687.  Copies  of  the  scale  of  rations  for  horses  and  mules  and  8csl«  off 
instructions  for  stable  dtities  are  hung  about  the  decks.  The  '*^<'''*- 
iwale  of  rations  is  given  in  the  ^  Transport  Regulations,"  but  it  is 

to  be  understood  tliat  the  pr(%K>rtions  of  the  articles  in  the  ration 
are  to  be  varied  as  circumHtances  demand.  The  secret  of  success 
in  long  voyagtrs  in  to  give  only  about  3  Iba  of  oats  to  each  horse 
<laily,  and  proportionately  increase  the  quantity  of  bran,  which 
an  a  rule,  should  be  moistened  and  mixed  with  the  oats  in 
large  clean  tub^s  when  these  are  provide<i  as  they  should  be,  from 
which  each  horse's  ration  shou!*!  be  issued  at  each  feed,  thus 
ensuring  the  t>ri»{>er  cmdition  of  the  ration.  The  pro|x>rtion 
of  oats  alluwe«l  may  \>e  increaited  on  short  vojages,  and  also  on 
long  voyages  when  the  honi**s  are  nearing  their  destination.  If, 
however,  many  h<>rs«M  ^et  mck  at  any  time  on  board  ship,  it  is  a 
good  measure  to  g<'nen\lly  reduce  the  <Mit  ration  and  give  more  bran.

But  a  soldier  enlisted  on  the  1st  December,  1859, 
and  discharaed  on  the  1st  March,  1880,  would  reckon  80  years  and 
98  days,— the  29th  February,  188^,  being  here  credited  as  it  falk 
within  the  period  of  the  last  uncompleteJ  year's  senrice.
